11.6. 


There  has  been  a decrease  in  deaths  from  “Violent  Causes,’' 
such  as  “war  operations”  and  inotpr  accidents,  from  heart  disease, 
cerebral  haemorrhage,  and  cancer.  The  average  age  at  death  from 
all  causes  was  62  years  9 months,^  as  compared  with  59  years  and  9 
months  for  the  previous. vj <2^  r- 

Of  the  total  deaths  (147)^00  less  than  92,  or  62  %,  were  of 
persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

87  % of  the  children  in  the  Borough  have  now  been  immunised 
against  diphtheria.  It  is  pleasing  to  repoit  the  complete  absence 
during  the  past  two  years  of  diphthpri^  amongst  children  of  school 
age  and  under.

130  cases  of  infectious  diseases  (l  lO  of  which  were  measles) 
were  notified  as  occurring  amongst  the  civilian  population,  and  45 
cases  amongst  the  .military.  58  patients,  including  the  45  military 
cases,  were  treated  at  Berwick  I.D.  Hospital.  Details  are  as  stated 
on  next  page. 

Diphtheria  immunisation. — -295  children  were  immunised 
during  the  year,  248  of  these  being  under  5 years  of  age.  This 
brings  the  percentage  of  children  under  15  years  of  age  immunised 
to  87%.  For  the  past  two  years  no  case  of  diphtheria  has  been 
notified  of  children  under  15  years. 

Smallpox  vaccination. — Consequent  on  the  outbreak  of 
smallpox  in  Edinburgh  and  District  and  a contact  arriving  in  Ber- 
wick, free  vaccination  was  offered  to  the  public.  3,439  persons 

were  vaccinated,  or  about  30%  of  the  population.  The  contact 
case  was  isolated,  and,  having  been  vaccinated  on  joining  the  army, 
did  not  develop  the  disease.  The  contact’s  uncle  and  both  his  par- 
ents later  developed  smallpox  at  Haddington,  and  all  three  died.

II 


Section  B.— General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — As  mentioned  in  previous  reports, 
motor  ambulance  facilities  are  available  for  removal  of  infectious 
diseases  to  hospital,  and  of  accident  and  surgical  cases  to  infirmaries. 
The  latter  service—  that  of  removal  of  cases  to  the  local  infirmary, 
and  to  the  Edinburgh  and  Newcastle  Infirmaries — is  largely  taken 
advantage  of  both  by  people  resident  in  the  Borough  and  the  sur- 
rounding area. 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  Ambulance  Service  answered  215 
calls,  travelling  5,948  miles.  38  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
removed  to  and  from  the  Berwick  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 
From  Berwick  and  neighbouring  districts  177  private  patients  were 
removed  to  Berwick  Infirmary,  to  Berwick  Institution,  to  Edinburgh 
Infirmary,  to  Newcastle  Infirmary,  and  to  Hexham  Hospital. 


Hospitals  and  Nursing. 

Hospitals. — No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  arrangements 
made  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 

Smallpox  Hospital. — Considerable  damage  was  caused  by 
some  persons  to  the  Borough  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Spittal  in 
November,  1942.  A few  days  afterwards  a contact  with  a Smallpox 
patient  was  reported  in  the  Borough.  A Smallpox  outbreak  was  in 
progress  in  Edinburgh  and  district  at  the  time,  and  a number  of 
cases  had  occurred  in  connection  with  the  Royal  Infirmary  there 
where  patients  from  Berwick  are  frequently  treated. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Norham  and  Islandshires 
R.D.C.  for  the  joint  use  of  their  hospital  at  Oxford,  Scremerston, 
for  treatment  of  smallpox  should  any  cases  occur.  Certain  improve- 
ments were  immediately  carried  out,  and  the  cost  borne  proportion- 
atety  by  both  Councils. 


Maternity  Nursing. — The  three  “ Queens  ” Nurses  of  the 
Berwick  Ladies  District  Nursing  Association  continue  to  render 
valuable  service  to  the  community.  The  nurses  attended  at  161 
births  or  91.0%  of  the  total  births  of  the  Borough,  including  children 
born  of  evacuee  mothers  and  still  births  occurring  during  the  year. 
Besides  the  maternity  work,  the  nurses  als3  attended  162  medical 
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and  54  surgical  cases.  The  numbei  jf  visits  to  patients  (other  than 
military)  were  6,242,  articles  of  clothing  given  to  patients,  83,  and 
the  issues  of  nursing  appliances  was  45.  The  work  of  the  “Queens 
Nurses”,  which  has  been  going  on  quietly  and  efficient^  for  many 
years,  is  a very  valuable  contribution  to  the  health  services  to  the 
Borough,  and  work  which  cannot  be  too  highly  praised.
